OROSSING THE RIVER. 

On the firat of May we reposed quietly In our 
tents till abouts P. M., when orders came for two 
companies from each regiment in the brigaio to pack 
up everything and report toheadquarters, The two. 
aclected from our reglinent Were A and H, anil on 
marching to headquarters we received orlera to 
cross the river and relieve the regiment on picket 
there. This we did with alnority, expecting to hold 
Fome “Minle" talk with the rebels, for we wer 
Within epeaking distance of each other. But for 
some reason they did not fire, which disappointed ua 
Very much, for we were quite anxious to return any 
compliments of this desoription which ‘they might 
send us. 

POSTING THE PICKETS—A BEAUTIFUL 
NIGHT AND ITS SUGGESTIONS. 

The firat thing to be done on feaching the other 
aide was to “port!” usat the outpost picketa of the 
army, This wae all quietly and safely secomplished. 
Nighthad now reached ue, onvof the most brilliantly 
beautiful nights I remember ever to havo witness 
Looking towarda the rebel heights, I could plainly 
iscera the ensign of their treason flaunting {n tho 
gentle night breeze. An I gazed upon the pleture of 
entrancing beauty spread out before me, I could not

strongthened, and reeolved more firmly than ever t« 

put my entiro trust in that Goodness which had 

Drought me already through eight bloody battles 10 
aafety. We were required to remain on this outpost 

duty but one hour at atime, and at ten o'clock, a 
Fellef camo from our division, which bad eroseed no 
hour after us, a0 that we were coabled to get a com 
fortable night's rest, entirely undisturbed by the re- 
bels. 

A SALUTE FROM THE ENEMY, AND A 

OHASE AFTER THE " BUTTERNUTS.” 

The morning of May 24 opencd brightly upon us, 
and away we go again to be “posted,” During the 
night the enemy brought one of their pleces out of 
the woods, so occalobally favored us with a ea- 
lute, doing us no damage, but, on the contrary, 
afording us suffictent amusement to while away the 
time until about 3 P, M., when the 6th Wisconsin 
{of our division) atarted a little more fun by firing 
Sta rebel officer, mounted, who was engaged in re- 
licving their pickets, They returned our fire quite 
briskly for awhile, wounding three of our men. At 
Isot our mea grew quite Impatient of such proceed 
inge, and at once made a break for the ‘ Butternut” 
frlenils of your Philadelphia Copperheads, who, on 
ecelng our determination, commenced a disorderly 
akedaddle, closely followed by our boya deployed as 
skirmishers, “The subcribe bad the honor of 
being one of this number, and he beara cheerful tes- 
timony to the superior locomotive qualities of the 
enemy on this occasion; but many a slern mark 
Was made upon the flying foe by our trusty riflee. 
THE FIELD CLEARED—RETIRING TO REST 

—UP AGAIN 

Pratt's Light Divielon were then ordered to clear 
the fleld for active operations, and then we retired 
tothe rear for reat, which we felt much in necd of 
after our exciting foot-race. During this charge not 
Sman on our side was injured. After getting to the 
rear we stacked arms, made our colfee, spread our 
blankets, and turned in for a good night's rest, But 
in this we were diesppointed, for we had not r- 
malned thus more than tivo hours when we were or- 
Gered to pack up our (hinge, nnd get ready to go for- 
wanl. We did not move, however, untll nearly 4 
A. DL; but there was no grumbling, no growling, 
but every man appeared ready, cheerfully, to endure 
almost anything to be instrumental in sccomplleh- 
ing the great object which bad brought ua here—the 
overthrow of this wicked rebellion. 

ON TO FREDERIOKSBURG! 

About 4A. M., thea, on the morning of May 33, 
we moved forward, direct for the city of Fredericke- 
burg, arriving st daylight, and just in time to wit- 
ness.an artillery duel of the grandest description, 
which ended in the triumph of our pleces. During 
this duel our troops (the 6th Corps,) were taking 
thelr position. 

OHARGE ON THE FAMOUS STONE WALL, 

AND A REPULS 

During the artillery fire, a portion of Cochran's 
01d brigade, composed of the 334 P. V., Col. Ely, tet 
New York Chasscurs, Colonel Shales, and the 52d 
P, V., Major Bassett, made n gallant charge on the 
memorable stonewall breastworks of the enemy, 
but were repulsed with heavy lose. This, you know, 
was the esme place that was charged £0 often by 
the Irish brigade during Gen, Burnside'a attempt to 
take the place.

York, Col. Baker. The charge was’ to be led by 
Col. Shaylor, acting brigadier of the 2d Brigade, 
3d Division, and better man could not well have 
been selected, 

HOW WE FELT—A SOLEMN SOENE. 

After a fow private consultations among the 
officers, cverything was announced so ready. And 
never in my life did I witness and participate 
tn co solemn A scene, as was now displayed in the 
regiments that were to lead the charge In this strug- 
gle—for terrible we knew it would be. Some were 
glving thelr money, or other valuables, to trust- 
worthy friends, to be sent home should they fall 
with a few last words to thelr families, Olllcers 
and men were ehaliog hands with cach other, and 
bidding each other good-bye, hardly expecting 
to mect again, Oan you wonder then that 
there were but few unmolstened eyes in our re- 
giment, or that the stoutest hearts among us gave 
way to tears? Ample time was given us all to be- 
come perfectly cool and collected. Not a faltering 
man was {n our ranke, And I think if those Cop- 
perheaded gentlemen who ofest Philadelphia could 
but have looked for one moment upon the pale but 
firm-et featurea sod determined eyes composing 
these regiments, they would have bung thelr traltor- 
heads for very ehame, If they have any of It left in 
their natures, Exouee me {fT esy that ice felt the 
sublimity of the occasion.

our own beloved and braye-hearted Oaptain Robert 
L, Orr, of Company H, was called on to ald in re- 
storing order. This waa soon accomplished ; 
the men rallied, and went nobly to thelr 
Work, capturing the heights, and putting the 
enemy Into Inglorious Might, Fort after fort waa 
captured with the greatest euccess, eecurlog all thelr 
artillery, and some hundreds of pritoners. We 
Dursued them for nearly four miles, to thelr second 
Mine of entrenchments, when they halted to give ua 
battle. It had been agreed that the Light Divisloo, 
After storming the heights, should go to the rear for 
rest, but this could not be done, and wo were orde 
ed to the front to skirmish and’ find out the enemy 
positio 

At about 5 P. M., the enemy mado a desperate ate 
tempt to break our lines, They made flve different 
charges, but each time they were repulsed with 
heavy logs, At sundown the hostilltics ceased for 
the night, with the exception of picket firlng on both 
aides, but which did not amount to much 

WE ARE OUTFLANKED, 

At daylight next moroing, the 4th, we were ready 
to ciye thom another reception, should they venture 
out of their skulling-places.' But in epite of all 
ollr vigilance, they got the best of us, and It 13 un- 
isputed that, but for the Light Divielon and threo 
ploces of artillery, they would have suceceded in 
capturing the whole of the th Corpi 

OUR ESOAPE. 

The only chance of escape for us was nt Banke? 
ford, and to that place the enemy directed their at 
tention, and were withia a balf mile of it when die- 
covered. Now tt was that tho excitement became 
most Intense. Away started the Light Divieton in 
full run, to head theenemy off, This we eucceasfully 
accomplished, entirely frustrating his flank move- 
ment; ani thus was tho 6th Corpssayed. And thus 
Wo got safely across the river again, not losing a 
single gun, and, of course, greatly disappointing the 
enemy, who evidently were eure of gobbling us all 
up. 


TAKING UP THE BRIDGES 

We bivouneked about a mile from tho river, and 
got our tents pitched just In time to save ourselves 
from a drenebing rain, which then commenced, and 
which lasted for three days, But our work was 
not yet done; for the Gtst Pennaylygpia Volunteers 
and the 6th Wisconsin were detall@fte take up the 
bridges, a pretty arduous job, and which would have 
been dangerous had the coemy sccn fit to fire upon 
un ; but they attempted no loterference. We only got 
8 good wet jacket, 

And now Ihave given yous full account of our 
doings. The losecs of our regiment are, doubtie 
known to you, and I will not recapitulate them, 
Many of out brave and loved companions aro sleep- 
Ing thelr Inst elecp, while we aro quictly reposing, 

arta, In our little canvas houacs. 
We are not discouraged; wo know that our cause 1s 
Just—that it tsa high and holy one, and must, by 
Gou's blessing, trlumph, But we do mourn over our 


sorrow throughout the regiment when {t was report- 
ed that Captain Orr, of Company H, hail also fallen! 
Everybody loved and confided in him, But, since 
aching thie ele of the river, wo have recelved the 
Intelligence of his anfety, Ho ao stuaned 
1, and was carried Insensible from the field, 
sod Is now in Washington, We hope noon tochave 
him with us again, 

‘And now, ss it would be contraband for me to tell 
you anything about what we are now doing, I will 
only add that we are in good spirits, actively en- 
gaged, and, trusting in God, shall be ready for the 
enemy whenever the gallant Hooker shall eny the

The Eleventh Corps tn the Late Battle. 

REPORT OF BRIG. GEN. STEINWEHR. 

Heapguanrens 2p Divisioy, 17H Core 
StevENs! Fans, Va., May 8, 186, 
To Lieutenant Colonel Meurenburg, Asristant Adjwant 

General, 10h Corps : 

Corovet : Ihave the honor to forward the fol- 
Jowing report of the part taken by my divislon in 
the sction on the evening of the 24 of May 

On the 39th ultimo we arrived near Dovwdell’s 
tavern, about two miles west of Chancellotville. 
This tavern is situated on the plank road, which 
runain an easterly direction towards Chancellorville 
and Frederickeburg. It Ja surrounded by undulating 
fields, which are seamed on three sides by heavy 
timber, but slope down at the west sido towards 
open ground traversed by a small Lrook. Upon 
there tlelds you ordered mo to take position. 
Tdlrected the Ist brizade, Col. Buschbeck, to oc 
cupy the fields south of the road, and the 2d Brigade, 
General Francis Barlow, thoso north of it, My 
Aivelon was to be considered ag a rescrve for tho 1st 
and 3d Divisions, which were placed In poaltion 
west of ue, At about four o'clock P. ML, on the 2d 
fart, you ordered me to send the 2 Brigade, Gea 
F, Barlow, commanding, to support the right wing 
of Gen. Sickles" corps, then engaged with the enemys 
The brigade immediately started, and, accompanied 
by yourself and myscif, reached the right wing of 
General Birney’s division (of Gen, Sickes” corps) 
in about an hour’s time. We found Gen. Blrncy's 
sharpehooters sliriishing with the enemy, and, aa 
bo engagement was imminent, I returned to the let 
Brigade, near Dowdell’s. 

Soon f heard heavy firing in that direction, which 
showed that a strong attack waa made upon our 
corps. When I arrived upon the fleld I found Col. 
Buschbeck, with three regimenta of his brigade (the 
‘ith Pennsylvania, 73d Pennsylvania, and 164th New 
York Volunteers), still occupying tho same ground, 
hear the tavern, and defending this poaltion with 
great firmness and gallsatry; the fourth regiment 
(the 29th Regiment New York Volunteers), he had 
Fent to the north slde of the road, to fill the place 
Intely occupied by the 2d Brigade, before Its de» 
tachment. The attack of the entmy was very 
powerful. They energed in close columne from the 
woode, nnd had thrown the Ist and 24 Divisions, 
Who retired towarde Ohancellorville in great confut 

jon. Co}, A, Buschbeck euececded in checking the 
progress of tho enemy, and I directed him to hold 
hig position as loog as’ possible. ‘The enemy fought 
with great determination and courage. 

Doh, however, the enciny gained both wings of 
the brigade, nnd the entilading fire which. was now 
opened upon this small force, and which killed aud 
Wounded pearly one-third of ita whole atrength, soon 
forced them to retiro. Col. A. Buschbeck then Wwith= 
drew his small brigade tn perfect order townrda the 
Woods, the enemy closcly pressing on. Trice he 
halted, fired # round, and st Inet reached tho rear of 
Gen, Sickles’ corps,'which had been drawn up in 
posttion near Chancellorville, Here he formed. his 
regiment in cl jump, And, you will recollect, 
olfered to adva ain toa bayonet charge. ‘Tho 
20 Brigade, Gen. P. Barlow commanding, had, due 
Hng this time, advanced In a southerly direction, 

et. F, Barlow eoon, also, heard tho heavy tirlag, 
He received from Ged. Birney n communtontion a: 
yising him to close up to the ad Corpz, which he 
Joined st about nine o'clock P, M,, near Ghancellor- 
ville. On the morning of May 3 Gen, F. Barlow ro 
viewed the corpa. 

Both brigades were placed, on the 30 of May, be- 
hind the rlile-pita towards the left of the army, 
Which position they occupied until the army wag 
withdrawn, on May'6. From thia short relation, 
you will see that my 24 Brigade waa not engaged’ 
owing to ite belng detached, and thatthe Ist Brigade 
Aisplayed the greatest bravery under very trying 
clroumstances, Tt numbered about fitteen huadred 
muskets, and held n position which was originally 
designed’ to be held by my whole division, It stood 
undjamayed by the furious attack of An enemy 
flushed with victory over the two other divisions 
and was ready again to advance as soon ae It waa 
formed, Our loss is heavy. ‘Tho lat Brigade lost tn 
killed and wounded four hundred and algety-four 
men and two ollicers ; amapg tho Intter, three rexl- 
mental commanders—Colontl Jones, 1aith Regiment 

nant Colonel Hart- 
iment New York Volunteers, nod 
Lieutenant Colonel Moore, of 2d Pennsylvania 
Volunteers. 

Colonel Buschbeck lost two sides, Captain Bode 
seriously wounded, anil Lieutenant Grimm, both 
probably in the haps of Uie enemy. “I must speak 
ja high terme of Colonel Adolph Buschbeok for, in 
gallantry and determination, nnd for the complete 
control ‘he retained over his’ command during the 
whole time of the engagement; algo, of hin scttng 
apolstant adjujant general, Oaptain Alexander, who 
was constantly in the lines, aud cheered the men b: 
his courageous bearing. ‘The conduct of the ollleers 
of my own stall also merite protec, They were 
much exposed. Mnjor McAloog, assistant inspector 
general, particularly distinguished himeclt.

Averill's command pursued the enemy by way of 
Cedar mountain toward the Rapidap.

“Hence General Hooker, when he crorsed, did not 
even attempt to provoke a fight but quictly en- 
trenched himeelf near the Gordonsville road, eatle- 
fled that all Lee would dare do would be to make a 
feigned attack, under cover of which he would at- 
tempt to ccape. Then the tivo wings of the Union 
army were to advance in pursult. But here ls whore 
the plan miscarried. Lee may not have known what 
was going on bebind him, or of the danger of Rich- 
mond; of, if he did, was confident of hie ability to 
defent’ Hooker's army, and eave Richmond alter- 
wards. So, with a eclerity and boldnea 
had n0 paraiel in this war. he frat crippled Hookers

POSITION OF THE REBEL ARMY, 

The indications seem to bo that the rebol army. 
Js taking up a line of defence that ahortens their rear 
and stforde protection to both of the rallrosds run- 
ning out of Richmond, Tt la believed to be swlog- 
{ng around {ta left on the Gordonsville and R 
mond rond to Frederiekshall station, with its right 
reating on the Fredericksburg aud Wichmond Rail- 
rosd at Bowling Green, thua protesting the upper 
end of the triangle formed by thiose tivo ronda at Iin~ 
hover Junction, sixteen milea from Richmond. The 
Position thus assumed places the rebel army about 
half way between Fredorlekeburg and Iichmond, 
and givea them fico railroads from the latter place {0 
their crmy, The object of thia movement ts plaialy 
evident, Some of General Lee's army Aro Te 
quired at defencelees Richmond, to protect it from 
further raida or sppfoaches from the south. At 
the same the, commuolention with the main’ body 
of the army must be maintalned, In the event of lux 
mediate reinforcements belny needed, Hence the 
neceaslty of holding Voth rallroad tracks between 
the rebel capital and the rebel army, Thin io ail 
strengthened by the fact that tho enemy ia repairing 
the bridges na far north as tho Rapidan river, on the 
Gordonsville Rattrond, 

COMMUNIOATION NOT DESTROYED, 

But In the above connection I learn to-day a most 
important fact. The two bridges of any length on 
the Richmond nnd Fredericksburg Itailrond are 
across tho North Anna and South Anna rivers, 
Which form the Pamuokey, several miles south of 
the ratlrond. It has been supposed that theeo 
Urldges wero destroyed by tho Inte cavalry raid, bu 
such is not the cace, 

‘Tho bridge across the Pamunkey waa burned, but 
no rallroad crossed It, Turnpike bridges on’ the 
South Annu river were also deatroyed, but no ac 
count of the destruction of tho two ruilrosd bridges 
on the Apan rivers bns been published; and the nb- 
senco of tho fact in newepapera bas led to un inves: 
tigation Io au official quarter, by which {tis fully 
and unfortuontely confirmed that those vital poluta 
Were untouched! No wonder that the. Richmond 
pera bonsted that their railroad could be repatred 
Ina few days! Why thero was a fallure to destroy 
thego two bridges ia not known, but mlamanagement 
has, of course, been the cauee of it.
